To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Councillors  of  the  City  of  Coventry. 

Mr.  M.wor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  abbreviated  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  City  of  Coventry  for  the  year  1943. 

In  general  the  public  health  of  the  city  has  again  been  main- 
tained at  a satisfactory  level. 

Vital  Statistics. 

For  security  reasons  it  is  not  permissible  to  give  precise 
information  in  regard  to  the  city  population.  The  local  birth  rate 
continues  to  increase.  For  1943  it  was  21.2  as  compared  with 
16.5  in  the  last  pre-war  year.  There  has  been  a considerable  war- 
time increase  in  illegitimacy,  and  the  local  illegitimate  birth  rate  in 
1943  was  1.09  as  compared  with  o. ^immediately  before  the  war. 
Based  on  the  departmental  estimate  of  the  city  population,  the 
death  rate  last  year  was  9.6  as  compared  with  10.2  in  the  previous 
year.  Infantile  mortality  for  the  year  under  review  was  49.9  per 
thousand  births  as  compared  with  62.3  in  1942  and  56.0  in  1938. 
The  local  infant  mortality  rate  is  satisfactory  despite  the  impact  of 
peculiarly  difficult  .social  conditions,  of  which  domestic  overcrowd- 
ing is  not  the  least  important. 

The  Influenza  Outbreak. 

Although  considerable,  the  visitation  of  influenza  during  the 
winter  of  1943-1944  was  not  at  all  comparable  in  severity  with  the 
epidemics  of  1918  and  1928.  The  outbreak  began  in  late  October, 
reached  its  peak  in  mid-December,  and  quickly  subsided  in  early 
1944.  The  type  of  infection  was  generally  mild.  It  appears  that 
for  about  three  or  four  weeks  in  the  middle  of  thei  outbreak,  some 
15  per  cent,  of  staff  and  employees  in  local  factories  were  off  work 
at  any  given  time  through  influenza.  Vigorous  stops  were  taken 
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by  the  Department  to  combat  the  outbreak.  These  measures)  can 
be  summarized  under  the  headings  educational,  medical  assistance, 
nursing  assistance  and  domestic  assistance.  In  accordance  with 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2897  (g. 12. 1943),  army  medical  officers 
were  secured  to  help  the  overworked  civil  practitioners.  In  all, 
seven  army  doctors  were  drafted  to  Coventry  for  this  work,  and 
they  were  of  very  material  help  during  the  peak  period.  Nursing 
help  was  supplied  by  first  aid  post  personnel  and  by  British  Red 
Cross  and  St.  John  Ambulance  members.  These  were  employed 
to  reinforce  the  staffs  of  the  local  District  Nursing  .Associations. 
Domestic  help  for  stricken  households  was  organised  through  the 
W.V.S. 

The  number  of  influenza  deaths  in  1943  was  28  as  against 
5 in  the  previous  year. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifications  during  1943  included  ; Diphtheria  T03  (162;  212), 
scarlet  fever  610  (415  ; 406),  measles  2,223  (1,236),  whooping  cough 
372  (194),  acute  primary  pneumonia  206  (176;  290),  puerperal 
pyrexia  36  (43;  54),  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever  2 (5;  19),  and 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis  18  (29136).  The  comparative  figures  in 
brackets  are  those  for  1942  and  for  the  last  complete  peace-time 
year,  1938,  in  that  order.  In  the  last-mentioned  year  measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  not  notifiable.  The  figures  in  general  pre- 
sent a not  unfavourable  picture. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  4.872  children  were  protected  as  compared 
with  11,379  ^942  and  4,376  in  1941.  At  the  year  end  it  was 

estimated  that  81  per  cent,  of  all  schoolchildren  and  48  per  cent, 
of  all  pre-school  children  in  the  city  had  been  immunised.  Every 
effort  must  be  made  to  improvt  on  the.se  figures  and,  above  all,  it 
must  be  essayed  to  bring  the  percentage  of  immunised  pre-school 
children  into  line  with  that  relating  to  the  older  age  groups.  Only 
by  these  means  can  the  general  protection  of  the  child  community 
be  fully  secured. 

Tuberculosis. 

Coventry  continues  to  share  the  national  increase  in  tuber- 
culosis. During  1943,  395  cases  of  pulmonary  and  70  cases  of  non 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  or  re-notified  locally.  The 
corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  313  and  61,  and 
those  for  the  last  pre-war  year  were  231  and  67.  The  table  on  a 
following  page  gives  more  detailed  statistics  in  regard  to  incidence 
and  mortality. 

Concerning  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  the  shortage 
of  in.stitutional  accommodation  for  advanced  cases  is  an  importani 
consideration  locally,  for  such  cases  are  notorious  sources  of  spread 
if  not  reasonably  isolated.  Additional  sanatorium  beds  are,  of

course,  the  solution,  and  in  this  connection  the  Warwickshire  and 
Coventry  Joint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  are  doing  everyth  r 
possible  to  extend  the  ward  accommodation  at  the  Memorial  Sana- 
torium. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhaa  in  attendance 
at  the  city’s  Treatment  Centre  continues  to  increase.  A striking 
feature  is  the  big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attending  for 
examination  who  are  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease — 
653  last  year  as  against  304  in  the  previous  year.  These  are  per- 
sons who  have  run  a risk  of  infection  and  want  to  be  on  the  safe 
side.  The  figures  are  a testimony  to  the  persistent  anti-V.D. 
propaganda  work  that  is  undertaken  locally. 

Health  Education. 

One  of  the  measures  contributing  to  the  surprising  general 
standard  of  war-time  health  is  health  education.  Locally,  this  was 
applied  actively  during  the  year  under  review,  notably  in  factories, 
workers’  hostels,  schools  and  youth  organisations. 

In  the  dissemination  of  knowledge,  the  “ brains  trust  ” is  a 
war-time  invention.  This  idea  has  been  used  with  much  advan- 
tage in  the  city,  and  on  occasions,  for  example,  a medical  brains 
trust  has  functioned  before  as  many  as  6,000  workers  in  a factory 
canteen  during  the  lunch  hour. 

A special  educational  campaign  was  conducted  locally  in  1943 
in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  venereal  disease.  This  received 
a most  valuable  fillip  through  the  visit  to  Coventry  on  February 
igth,  1943,  of  Miss  Florence  Horsbrugh,  C.B.E.,  M.P.,  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  addressed  a 
large  and  representative  meeting  of  social  workers  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

This  event  was  followed  up  by  a series  of  17  meetings 
addressed  by  medical  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 
During  the  winter  of  1942-1943  special  meetings  were  held  at  the 
Education  Committee’s  10  youth  centres,  where  sex  instruction 
was  given  to  the  young  people  in  attendance — again  by  medical 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

.Airrangements  were  made  through  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education  whereby  health  films  were  shown  at  a score  of 
large  local  factories.  These  were  put  on  during  the  lunch  hour 
and  also  at  mid-night  for  the  benefit  of  night-shift  workers. 

Maternity  Beds. 

During  the  year,  .'Mlesley  House  was  taken  on  lease  by  the 
Department  and  is  now  providing  25  additional  beds  for  maternity 
cases.  It  is  administered  as  a branch  of  the  Gulson  Road  Muni- 
cipal Hospital.  Allesley  House  is  working  in  complementary 
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fashion  with  the  maternity  unit  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital  at  Keresley.  Cases  from  Keresley  are  transferred  to 
Allesley  House  on  the  third  day  after  confinement,  and  they  com- 
plete their  lying-in  period  at  Allesley.  The  arrangen'ent  is 
intended  primarily  for  cases  in  occupation  of  the  beds  reserved 
by  the  Corporation  in  the  Keresley  unit.  But  other  maternity  cases 
Lrom  Keresley  and  from  the  Gulson  Road  Municipal  Hospital  are 
also  admitted  to  Allesley  as  circumstances  permit.  The  Allesley 
House  scheme  has  augmented  by  25  the  available  supply  of 
maternity  beds  in  the  city,  while  avoiding  the  delay,  cost  and  use 
of  building  materials  which  a conversion  of  the  property  into  a 
self-contained  maternity  unit  would  have  entailed.-  The  scheme  is 
a most  useful  one  having  regard  to  war-time  conditions.  After 
the  war,  however,  a new  maternity  unit  will  be  provided  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  new  Municipal  General  Hospital. 
Allesley  House  can  then  be  used  as  an  additional  convalescent  Home 
appertaining  to  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

Domiciiiary  Midwifery. 

The  domiciliary  service  of  municipal  midwives  has  continued 
to  do  excellent  work,  and  2,543  cases  were  dealt  with  by  this  ser- 
vice during  the  year.  A feature  of  the  work  is  the  extensive  use 
by  the  midwives  of  gas  and  air  analgesia  apparatus.  Additional 
sets  were  purchased  during  the  year,  and  the  service  is  now  well 
supplied.  For  the  few  midwives  still  requiring  it,  attendance  at  a 
recognised  course  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  apparatus  has 
been  arranged. 

Vifelfare  Centres. 

The  attendances  at  the  sixteen  city  welfare  centres  during  the 
year  were  66,293,  as  compared  with  53,022  in  1942  and  72,769  in 
the  last  complete  pre-war  year  1938.  Attendances  at  the  antenatal 
clinics  numbered  2,711. 

War-time  Day  Nurseries. 

The  nine  local  day  nurseries  have  continued  in  full  commission 
during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  since  they  were  opened 
these  nurseries  have  allowed  the  release  for  important  war  work  of 
large  numbers  of  married  women  who  would  otherwise  have  been 
precluded  by  domestic  ties.  The  children  in  attendance  at  the  nur- 
series bear  the  impress  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  educational 
care  which  they  receive  there.  These  remarks  apply  equally  in 
connection  with  the  fifteen  nursery  classes  in  the  city.  In  1943 
the  number  of  attendances  by  children  at  the  nine  Day  Nurseries 
was  71,091 — giving  a daily  average  attendance  (excluding  Sun- 
days) of  227. 

Proposed  Residential  Nursery. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  1942  report  to  the  local  need  of  a 
residential  nursery  for  the  short-term  accommodation  of  young 
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children  of  mothers  who  have  to  go  into  hospital  for  confinement 
or  treatment  and  who  cannot  arrange  privately  for  the  care  of  their 
children  during  these  times.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review  a suitable  property  was  purchased  by  the  Corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  a residential  nursery,  namely,  Avenue  House, 
Stretton-on-Dunsmore.  This  will  be  extended  and  adapted  and 
should  be  ready  for  opening  later  on  during  the  current  year. 

Hospitals  and  Hospital  Policy. 

In  previous  reports,  the  local  position  in  regard  to  the 
shortage  of  general  hospital  beds  has  been  fully  set  out.  New 
general  hospital  provision  on  the  large  .scale  will  have  to  be  a 
first  priority  after  the  war.  The  Corporation  is  in  possession  oi 
an  excellent  site  at  Tile  Hill  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  provide  a 
new  Municipal  General  Hospital.  Plans  for  the  latter  are  now  in 
preparation.  The  Voluntary  Hospital,  too,  will  doubtlessi  play  an 
important  part  in  the  future  reconstruction  of  the  city’s  hospital 
resources.  It  is  clearly  necessary  to  secure  an  integrated  scheme. 
It  is  hoped  that,  now  the  White  Paper  on  a National  Health  Ser- 
vice has  been  issued,  the  representatives  of  the  municipality  and 
of  the  voluntary  hospital  will  again  meet  together  and  strive  to 
this  end. 

Meanwhile  there  are  in  successful  operation  iwo  local  examples 
of  integration  in  the  hospital  sphere,  namely,  the  Joint  Laboratory 
and  the  recent  arrangement  between  Keresley  and  Allesley  House 
in  regard  to  maternity  cases. 

During  1943,  4,286  in-patients  were  dealt  with  in  the  wards 
of  the  Gulson  Road  Municipal  Hospital  and  35,913  out-patients 
were  treated  there. 

In  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  970  patients  were  treated 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  781  the  previous  year.  The  addi- 
tional cubicle  accommodation,  provided  at  the  hospital  in  1942  in 
the  course  of  recon.struction  works  following  damage  by  enemy 
action,  is  proving  most  advantageous. 

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

A swollen  population  and  a reduction  in  the  number  of  avail- 
able houses  through  enemy  action  in  1940-1941  have  together  con- 
tributed to  the  increased  degree  of  domestic  overcrowding  in  the 
city.  The  conditions  are  mitigated  as  far  as  possible  by  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  sanitary  inspectorate. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  again  draws  attention  to  the 
volume  of  work  done  during  the  year  in  improving  conditions  on 
and  around  bombed  sites.  In  this  connection  rat  suppression  is  of 
first  importance. 

The  Sanitary  Section  has  a vital  task  in  the  matter  of  foou 
inspiection,  and  the  public  can  have  little  idea  of  the  large  amount 
of  work  done  in  this  branch  to  protect  them  against  unsound 
supplies. 
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Staff  Changes. 

Dr.  R.  C.  M.  Pearson,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  left 
in  May,  1943,  to  take  up  a more  senior  post  elsewhere.  He 
rendered  notable  service  during  his  time  in  Coventry.  He  was 
succeeded  in  July,  1943,  by  Dr.  T.  M.  Clayton.  In  October  last 
Mr.  W.  R.  Martin,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  retired  after  no  less 
than  37  years’  devoted  and  able  service  in  the  Department.  I will 
always  remember  with  gratitude  Mr.  Martin’s  unfailing  co-opera- 
tion and  loyalty.  He  served  the  city  well  and  many  important 
sanitary  reforms  derived  from  his  work.  Mr.  Martin  is  followed 
in  the  post  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  by  Mr.  W.  Beaumont. 

Conclusion. 

The  past  year  was  again  a difficult  one  in  view  of  the  increas- 
ing demands  on  the  Department  due  to  Avar  ocMiditions,  and  I wish 
particularly  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  their  competent 
and  loyal  service. 

It  is  also  a great  pleasure  to  express  appreciation  for  the  con- 
stant support  and  cordiality  extended  throughout  the  year  by  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.
